It cited a 1964 ruling In Kan- 


sas where that state's Supreme 
Court noted that "the entire 
matter of qualifications, tenure, 
compensation and working.con- .erally been-plckl^i^ toj-ecent 
dltions for any "public employe* days: and Humphrey,"''by nature 
Involves the exercise of govern- 
mental powers which are exer- 
cised by or through legislative 
fiat. 


"Under our form of govern- 


ment, public office or public 
employment cannot becomo a 
matter of collective bargaining 
airi contract," the Kansas Su- 
preme Court held. 


The Arkansas Supreme Court 


said this in no way violated the 
rights of Individuals, including 
city 
employes, "to assemble 


and to petition the government 
by adiress or remonstrance" 
over any grievances that may 
: exist. 


The court also declined the 


suggestion that it attempt to de- 
fine precisely 
the extent to 


which the city officials might 
be required to listen to the 
grievances 
of its 
employes, 


whether presented individually 
or collectively. 


"There Is no limit to the 


various fact situations in which 
the issue might arise," the rul- 
ing 
said. 
"Experience 
has 


showi again and again that the 
court's best course is to decide 
concrete cases as they are pre- 
sented . . . rather than to sp3c- 
ulatfc about theoretical or aca- 
demic questions that may nev- 
er arise in actual litigation." 


The ruling sterns 
from a 


labor dispute that began last 
June when about 200 city em- 
ployes asked Fort Sm.'th to rec- 
igaize as their bargaining agent 
Council No. 38 of the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes AFbClO.

M. Nixon forecasts a Republi* 
can presidential victory by a 
margin three to four per cent 
greater than the national public 
opinion polls predict, unless 
"somn great event" alters the 
shape of the campaign In Its last 
ISdiys, 


As those polls stand now, that 


would moan a near landslide for 
the GOP nominee In his second 
bid for the White House, H>» lost 
the first one eight years ago to 
the late John F. Kennedy, 


"I'll make this flat predic- 


tion," Nlxo.1 satd. "I think w«'ll 
run, unless some great event 
happens, three to four per cent 
better than any poll gives us, 


"I say this because I have 


great confidence in our organiz- 
ation," Nixon said in an Inter- 
view, 


Nixon's one qualification—a 


major occurrence that profound- 
ly 
affected 
the cami'iign- 


•A'ould seem unlikely to be met 
short of a settlement of the war 
in Vietnam. 


The most recent national poll, 


by Louis Harris, gave Nixon a 
40 per cent to 35 per cent for 
Vice President Huoert H, Hum- 
phrey, the Democratic presiden- 
tial nom'nee. 


Pollster George Gallup, In a 


survey now one mi.nth old, put 
N:.xon ahead by a 44 per cent to 
29 margin. 


Nixon strategists have said 


from the beginning that they ex- 
pected Humphrey's rating In the 
polls to move upward as the 
campaign progressed. The vice 
president gained three points In 
the most recent Harris survey. 


But Nixon himself recalled 


that he ran ahead of the polls In 
his string of presidential pri- 
mary victories, and said he ex- 
pects to do the sanw :>n Nov. 5. 


Nixon, lounging in the private 


compartment of his campaign 
jet as he flew toward Chicago, 
reflected on his current cam- 
paign and his narrow defeat In 
1960. 


"It's 
infinitely m.-re effec- 


tive," he said of his 1968 style, 
wMch is focussed on television, 
radio and appearances in the 
major states. 


He recalled the televised de- 


bates of 1960, wMch some Re- 
publicans believe cost him the 
election. "They were exciting 
because there was confronta- 


tion," he said, ''Yet betweefi 
Kennedy and Nlxoft there was 
Infinitely less difference than 
there is between Humphrey and 
Nixon, 


"Kennedy was tentflst," he 


said, "I'm basically centrist, So 
the 
differences 
were 
often 


blurred, the differences be« 
tweefl Nixon and Humphrey are 
not blurred, 


"In 1960, it was a shade of 


difference and the campaign 
ended that way," said Nixon, 
"that's why it was so close,"

Wallace to 
Step Up 
His Space

EN BOUfE WITH WALLACE 


(AP) - George C. Wallace, de« 
terminal to pick up his pace aft* 
er a noticeable stumble, will 
make his stretch run for the 
presidency on friendly turf, 
"there are two theories about 


campaigning," said Bill Jones, 
a top Wallace strategist, "One 
Is to concentrate on Where 
you're strong; the other, on 
where you're weak," 


Without 
admitting Wallace 


had made a tactical error, there 
was no way for his campaign 
managers to conceal that In the 
past fortnight he had chosen the 
latter strategy-and that his 
momentum had slowed as a re- 
sult. 


Except for interludes of wild 


enthusiasm, such as In Salt 
Lake City, San Francisco, and 
perhaps San Diego, Wallace 
found his customarily adoring 
audiences often chillingly indif- 
ferent across the northern tier 
of states, 


The experience and the strain 


—JJILspeeches In 17 states—left 
Wallace fatigued and, at times, 
visibly Irritated. 


Now Wallace is embarked on 


a final push that will take him 
through some 20 states, most of 
them ones he has already visit- 
ed and found receptive to his 
third party stance. 


He also has scheduled eight 


five-minute 
television broad- 


casts between now and Nov. 1, 
all in prime time, plus regional 
telecasts and a newspaper ad- 
vertising blitz. 


Still unknown is what effect 


Wallace's running mate will 
have on the campaign, now that 
he is back from Vietnam and 
can begin stumping, or what ef- 
fect a bombing halt would have 
on the hawkish Wallace- Le May 
position on Vietnam. 


Wallace aides were generally 


disappointed In the public re- 
sponse to retired Air Force Gen. 
Curtis E. LeMay's candidacy, 
and to the announcement that 
he would tour the Vietnam bat- 
tlefront. 


They had hoped both moves 


would give Wallace a strong 
push: Instead the latest Louis 
Harris poll showed Wallace slip- 
ping from a popularity rating of 
21 per,cent to .18 per cent.

Bobcats Are 
Tough for 
Fairview

For 48 minutes ofplayingtime 


last Friday night the Hope Bob- 
cats gave their all towards up- 
setting the high-flying Fairview 
Cardinals, Fairview scored the 
only TD of the second half, and 
It was the difference in the 20- 
14 win over the Bobcats. 


Starting 
the Monday before 


the game, Coach Ronnie Higgins 
began showing the team how they 
could beat Fairview. Against a 
tough defense suchasMalvern's, 
the Bobcats had been totally un- 
successful in movingthe football. 


Against 
Fairview, 
though, 


Hope's line blocked better than 
it has in quite a long time. The 
Bobcats actually ran the ball so 
well that Larry Massanelli only 
attempted six passes In the en- 
tire contest, but his two com- 
pletions did set up the Bobcats' 
two touchdowns. 


Everyone closely related to the 


team knew that the Bobcats had a 
tough defense, but Hope had not 
faced a power runner with the ac- 
claim of Fairview's Jimmy Har- 
ris. As early as the first series, 
however, the Cardinals found that 
they were going to find it rough 
up the middle. Then It was up to 
the offense, which had been virtu- 
ally asleep since the 30-7 De- 
Queen win. 


On our second possession, the 


Bobcats began their most im- 
pressive sustained drive in a cou- 
ple of years. With a 3rd and 
f> 


from the Hope 40, tailback Jerry 
McWilllams started 
his best 


night of the year by breaking for 
34 yards on a sweep to the Card 
26. 


After two Incomplete passes 


and a short gain by McWilllams, 
the Bobcats found themselves 
facing a 4th and 7 from the 23. 
On a perfect call, Massanelli 
merely stepped back and flipped 
one over the middle to fullback 
Mike Monroe, who carried to the 
12 for the crucial first down. 


Three plays later the Cats had 


the crowd on its feet with first 
and goal at the Fairview two, but 
the Cardinals hardened up. Mc- 
Williams was stopped, Rodney 
Jones was stopped, and Monroe 
was stopped, and the first quart- 
er ended with 4th down from the 
tvfcv During, the break Massa- 
nelll tfnd Coa'dh Higgins"came up 
with a play, while the momentum 
of the first half hinged on its out- 
come. 


It started as a running play up 


the middle, then off tackle, but 
those two fakes did it for the 
Fairview 
defense, Massanelli 


only had 
to trot over around 


right end, and the stands were a 
center of the bedlam. Rodney 
Brown kicked the point after, and 
the 7-0 lead looked pretty with 
11:56 in the half. 


Several minutes later, Fair- 


view QB Lewis Pryor had the ball 
knocked from his grasp, and Hope 
recovered at the Cardinal 31. 
What a break that would have 
been, but anoflsidespenaltycall- 
ed it back and gavo the visitors 
another chance. Now Pryor com- 
pleted his only two passes, both 
to sub slotback Richard Sanders 
and both for first downs. 


After driving down to the 24, 


Pryor called on the option play 
and headed for the wide side of 
the field with tailback Perry 
Johnson behind him. Three Hope 
defenders thought he w-juldlater- 
al and went for Jolmson, and 
Pryor skipped the sidelines for 
24 yards and the tying score. 


Once again Hope folks had rea- 


son to be wary, because Fairview 
could get the ball back with its 
present momentum and cram it 
down the Bobcats' throats. Such 
did not happen, as Massanelli 
hit David Still ou a third-down 
play at midfield. Still broke two 
tackles, and got off a beautiful 
broken-field run before he was 
ruled out-of-bounds at the seven, 
completing a 60-yard play. 


Still local followers were pes- 


simistic, recalling the Cards'

never materialized, as JerTy 
Me Williams took thepitchoutahd 
skirted end for the score.

Now bristling with confident, 


the Bobcats pushed the Cardinals 
back and took over on a punt at 
the 23 In Hope territory. 


On second down from the 36 


after picking up another first 
down, Massanelli had Sidney Wal- 
ler all alone on the sideline at 
the Fairview 40. The pass was 
on line, but Waller had to go out- 
of-bounds 
to catch it, a bad 


break on what could easily have 
been a third Hope touchdown. 


The next play was the turning 


point of the entire game, as Mas- 
sanelli retreated once more to 
pass. He had at least one man 
open, but was hit as he threw it 
and the pass went straight up in 
the air. Down on the ground, 
Larry had the tackier on top of 
him as linebacker Kenny Patter- 
son gathered it In and ran it 40 
yards for the TD as Hope looked 
on in horror. 


We cheered when the missed 


point after gave Hope a 14-13 
halftime lead, but Hope's lack 
of depth was too much to over- 
come against the rested Fair- 
view regulars from then on. A 
very crucial factor against the 
Bobcats was that Ronny Brown 
did not play in the second half. 
He was not missed too much at 
offensive guard, but his All-Dis- 
trict play at defensive end was 
sorely needed as the Cardinals 
picked on that side in the third 
period. 


Nevertheless, 
neither squad 


could get field position while 
David Still's boomers kept the 
Bobcats out of trouble. For the 
night David had a 43.0 average 
on six kicks, including one 28- 
yarder. His longest was 55 yards 
with no return, and the actual re- 
turn yardage on his punts was 
minus 5 yards, a nearly unbeliev- 
able statistic. 


Finally a couple of defensive 


breakdowns gave Fairview two 
big plays on an option and a 
26-yard run by Pryor that start- 
ed to be a pass with 3rd and 
eight at midfield.

Freedom of 
Information 
Act Upheld 


UTTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
upheld Arkansas' Freedom of 
Information Act and declared 
that the legislature "has spoken 
so unequivocally that its com- 
mand (for open meetings by 
public bodies) cannot be mis- 
understood." 


The ruling came In a suit 


filed by the North Little Rock 
Timos against Mayor W. F. La- 
man, the city aldermen and the 
city attorney. It affirmed a 
lower court ruling by Circuit 
Judge Warren Wood. 


The suit resulted from a city 


council meeting April 24, 1967, 
when the council voted to go 
into closed session with the city 
attorney to discuss a state Pub- 
lic Service Commission pro- 
ceeding In which the city was a 
party. 


The city maintained that the 


meeting could be closed to 
guarantee the secrecy of the 
lawyer-client relationship be- 
tween the city and its attorney. 


Smith wrote that the Free- 


dom of Information Act clearly 
defined the state's public policy 
/to be that public business be 
•performed in an open and pub- 
lic manner. 


"By analogy, the state of Ar- 


kansas Is continually engaged 
in litigation, but there is scant 
occasion for Its attorney gen- 
eral to confer in secret with the 
members of the general assem- 
bly," Smith wrote. 


Smith said the 1967 act speci- 


fied 
that meetings 
could be 


closed for consideration of per- 
sonnel matters but that the leg- 
islature did not see fit to ex- 
empt meetings between a city 
council and a city attorney. 


Smith said the legislature ne- 


cessarily" 
had to ..make a 


•policy decision when it drafted 


the 
Freedom 
of Information 


Act. He wrote: 
, ''On the one hand, to deny to 
the city council the right to 
meet In secret with the city at- 
torney might in soms instances 
work to the public disadvant- 
age. 


"But, on the other hand, to 


allow the council to go Into ex- 
ecutive session at any time, 
upon the pretext of consulting 
the city attorney about legal 
matters, might readily open the 
door to repeated and undetect- 
able evasion of the Freedom of 
Information Act — also to the 
public disadvantage."

Rules City 
Doesn't Have 
to Bargain 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supremo Court ruled 
.today that the city of Fort 
Smith does not have to bargain 
with an employes' union but 
that it must reinstate any em- 
ploye wrongfully discharged in 
a labor dispute. 


The high court opinion was 


unanimous. It reversed part of 
a ruling by Chancellor Warren 
Kimbrough, who had held that 
the city was required to bargain 
in good faith with the union. 


Justice George Rose Smith, 


who wrote the opinion, affirm*! 
Klmbrough's order directing the 
city 
to reinstate discharged 


workers. 


Smith said the courts had 


held that, in the absence of a 
law to the contrary, "a mu- 
nicipality or other political sub- 
division is under no duty to 
bargain collectively with Its em- 
ployes about wages, hours or 
working conditions." 


The court said that "basical- 


ly, the reason for the rule Is that 
the fixing of wages, hours and 
the like is a legislative respons- 
ibility which cannot be delegat-

Further studies are necessary to determine whether chemical defleecing is economically practical and whether it 
causes chemical residues in the meat, alters wool growth or quality, or harms sheep exposed to heat and cold.

Fulbright Gives 
Views on

Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark.,

year. 


"There isn't any doubt that 


in their desperation they are 
now ready to promise anything 
or say anything that might help 
them gain enough votes to over- 
come the lead that we have," 
Crank said. "And you can see 
from the releases this matter 
of their talk about the prison is 
an indication of it." 


"I have told the leaders in 


our public education that it is 
of utmost importance to me, it 
is No. 1 In my program, thai 
they will always receive con- 
sideration on any increases that 
we may have," Crank said.
